As the dlood is pumped ‘out 
cf the heart and flows through 
the’ oorta, .the ball is forced | 
against ihe far end of the valve, 
but the device {3 so designed 
that plenty of blood can get 
round It. 

When the heart relaxes, the 
ball is pulled back against the 
other opening of the valve, 
keeping blood from flowing back 
toward the . heart. Thus, ‘said 
Dr Hufnagel, the valve, although 

a little distant from the normal 
site of the natural valve, serves 
the same function as a normal 
aortic valve.
